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The  receipts  of  the  past  year  show  an  increase  over  those  of 
the  year  previous,  both  in  the  quantity  of  articles  received,  and 
in  the  number  of  places  contributing. 

We  have  shipped  chiefly  to  Louisville,  the  headquarters  of 
the  Western  Department  of  the  XT.  S.  Sanitary  Commission,  and 
a  point  from  which  stores  are  conveniently  distributed  to  nearly 
all  parts  of  the  West  and  South.  Through  the  kindness  of  the 
Cleveland  Soldiers’  Aid  Society,  we  have  shared,  during  the 
period  of  lake  navigation,  the  benefit  of  their  excellent  arrange¬ 
ments  for  rapid  and  safe  transportation,  free  of  expense;  and 
throughout  the  year  all  goods  forwarded  by  us  through  Cleve 
and  or  Cincinnati,  or  direct  to  Louisville,  have,  through  the  lib¬ 
erality  of  the  railroad  and  steamboat  lines,  gone  through  without 
barge.  The  benefit  to  the  army  of  the  remittal  or  abatement 
)f  freight  charges, — for  one  or  the  other  of  which  we  have  to 
bank  every  line  with  which  we  have  had  to  do, — can  only  be 
guessed  at;  but  its  direct  value  is  very  large,  and  indirectly  it 
las  stimulated,  to  an  extent  not  easy  to  calculate,  the  liberality 
)f  the  thousands  who  gladly  contribute  their  stores,  but  cannot 
aise  money  for  payment  of  freight. 

We  have  received  this  year  1217  boxes,  barrels,  and  kegs, 
rom  various  parts  of  the  State,  besides  articles  made  in  the 
society,  or  given  in  Detroit.  A  considerable  amount  has  been 
ised  in  the  Hospitals  at  Detroit,  but  the  greater  portion  has 


gon^  on  for  distribution  in  the  armies  of  the  Southwest.  Of 
the  packages  shipped  for  the  army,  some  were  sent  to  particu¬ 
lar  places,  by  request  of  the  contributors,  but  the  destination  of 
the  greater  number  has  been  left  to  us.  We  have  sent.

Of  many  of  these  we  have  heard— from  Knoxville,  Chatta¬ 
nooga,  Dalton,  and  other  places  where  they  have  been  used; 
and  when  articles,  bearing  our  mark,  are  put  into  the  hands  of 
Michigan  soldiers,  as,  through  the  considerate  kindness  of  the 
Sanitary  agents,  they  often  are,  the  pleasure  it  affords  would 
well  repay  all  the  labor  of  friends  at  home. 

It  may  not  be  amiss,  though  it  is  hardly  necessary,  to  say 
that,  in  sending  our  stores  chiefly  to  the  West  and  South,  we 
do  not  forget  our  soldiers  at  the  East.  But  it  is  evidently  the 
best  economy  to  send  by  the  shortest  and  cheapest  route;  and, 
therefore,  that  the  Eastern  States  should  supply  the  armies  most 
accessible  to  them,  while  we  send  our  stores  to  those  nearest  us; 
and  those  connected  with  the  Eastern  Department  of  the  Sanitary 
Commission  agree  with  us  in  this  view.  It  is  also  more  easy 
to  equalize  the  distribution  of  goods,  if  each  receiving  depot 
sends  its  supply  regularly  to  the  same  depot  of  distribution. 

With  the  use  made  of  our  stores  we  are  better  satisfied  the 

more  we  learn  about  it.  The  only  thing  to  regret  is  that  there 

is  not  enough  of  our  own  contributions  and  those  of  othei 

branches,  great  as  the  amount  seems,  to  provide  nearly  all  thal 
is  needed.  Of  vegetable  food,  especially,  there  ought  to  b( 

enough  for  the  camps,  so  that  no  cases  of  scurvy,  and  kindrec 

diseases,  need  come  into  the  hospitals,  while  in  fact,  for  the  mos 

part,  there  has  been  only  enough,  and  not  always  that,  to  cun 

them  when  admitted. 

The  aid  given  by  us,  directly  to  soldiers’  families,  is  no 
large,  but  relief  has  been  procured  by  obtaining  work,  or  othei 
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wise,  for  all  who  have  applied.  Besides  some  money  and  pro¬ 
visions  from  our  own  stores,  $72.25  of  money,  remaining  from 
a  dinner  given  to  the  soldiers,  on  the  fourth  of  July,  has  been 
expended  by  a  committee  appointed  jointly  by  us  and  by  the 
dinner  managers.  Of  this  fund,  $59.05  remain  on  hand,  but  a 
few  weeks  of  winter  will  exhaust  it.  It  is  much  to  be  wished 
that  work  could  be  obtained  for  all  needing  it. 

The  most  important  undertaking  of  this  year  has  been  the 
establishment  of  a  Soldiers’  Home,  chiefly  for  the  temporary 
accommodation  of  soldiers  on  their  way  to  and  from  the  army, 
especially  discharged  and  furloughed  men  needing  rest  or  help. 
It  was  opened  in  the  latter  part  of  January,  and  has  furnished 
shelter,  and  care  to  many  hundreds  of  soldiers,  as  well  as  to  a 
few  refugees,  and  wives  and  children  of  soldiers.  We  took  a 
larger  building  than  was  supposed  necessary,  but  have  often 
found  it  too  small  to  accommodate  comfortably,  or  even  to  re¬ 
ceive,  all  who  should  have  found  a  place  in  it.  Imperfectly, 
however,  as  it  has  answered  our  expectations,  there  is  no  depart¬ 
ment  of  our  work  that  has  afforded  more  satisfaction. 

To  the  auxiliary  societies  which  have  contributed  most  of  the 
stores,  and  a  large  proportion  of  the  money  disbursed  djiring 
the  year,  we  are  under  great  obligations.  From  some  we  have 
received  very  largely,  and  the  regularity  with  which  many  have 
contributed,  has  been  as  encouraging  as  the  amount  sent,  show- 
ng  that  their  liberality  is  the  result  of  principle,  not  the  mere 
ruit  of  excitement.
